This is a decision on the petition filed January 23, 2004 under 37 CFR 1.102 (c) 
to make the above-identified application special under the procedure set forth in 
MPEP 708.02, Section III: Applicant's Health. There is no fee for this petition. 

A grantable petition to make an application special under 37 C.F.R. 1.102(c), 
MPEP 708.02, Section III requires evidence that the state of health of the 
applicant is such that he might not be able to assist in the prosecution of the 
application if it were to run it's normal course. 

The petition includes a medical certificate from George Washington University 
Hospital attesting to the fact that Marvin Byrd was hospitalized for treatment of a 
serious medical condition between March 19, 2003 and April 3, 2003. The 
medical certificate further states that Mr. Byrd would require at least six more 
weeks of treatment at a skilled nursing facility. However, the certificate merely 
documents a past medical condition. The petitioner has not provided evidence 
establishing that applicant's current medical condition would result in the inability 
of the applicant to assist in prosecution of the application if it were to run its 
normal course. 

For the above stated reasons, the petition is DISMISSED .
